ward the north of Laibach and partly 
toward the southeast.

GERMANS IN DOUBLE

Drive Russians From Positions 


on San River. 


The official announcement has been 
made in Berlin that General von 
Mackensen has occupied the Russian 
positions along the entire front in tha 
eastern arena of the fighting, from 
Cyernlawa to Sieniawa. 


These places are in Galicia. Sienla* 
wa is eighteen miles northwest oi 
Jaroslau, on the river San.

Invention of Scientists for Puri- 


fication of Water. 


Is Claimed to Have Much the Same 


Effect a* That Produced by the 


Rays of the Sun-—In Use 


in Europe. 


It has long been known that water 


allowed to flow over a bed of sand, a 
natural filter, and subjected to the 
sun's rays, soon becomes free from 
harmful bacteria. The powerful ster- 
ilizing effect of the sun's rays which 
are so effective in destroying germs 
has been attributed to the ultra-vio- 
let part of the light. 
The problem 


for scientists has been to devise some 
way of employing the sterilizing ef- 
fect* of these rays in an effective 
manner for human use. 


French and German scientists set 


about the task and have produced a 
new sterilizer, in which, in order that 
the maximum amount of ultra-violet 
raya can penetrate the rock crystal 
which is the only solid that will admit 
such penetration. The light given out 
is vastly richer in ultra-violet rays, in 
proportion to visible rays than in sun 
light. 


The sterilizing apparatus was test 


ed at Marseilles and Rouen, where 
typhoid has become an epidemic, anc 
the results obtained were highly sat 
Isfactory. The French carried one o 
the sterilizers into Morocco and the 
freedom of the troops from ravages 
of typhoid, which raged among the 
Moors, was attributed by the armj 
surgeons largely to the use of the 
ray-sterilized water. Reports of testa 
made in the Austrian army shows a 
similar success for the system, anc 
the United States army surgeons in 
the Philippines declare that the rays 
destroyed the harmful bacilli in the 
water there and also the ameba, which 
abound in practically all tropical wa 
'ters. 


The rays, it is said, may also be 


used for purifying the waters of pub 
lie baths and their use will be espe- 
cially valuable in keeping the water 
of swimming pools pure and free from 
lurking danger of germs. The cost 
of the apparatus is comparatively low 
—an outfit of 150 gallons per hour 
capacity costing in-the neighborhood 
of $200. Cost of operation is slight 
where electric current is available 
and the operation of the machine does 
not require a high degree of skill. 


Further use for the invention will 


be found in purifying water for the 
manufacture of artificial ice, in hot 
Uing works and other industries, in 
which the purity ^of water used should 
be an important consideration. Ex- 
periments are now being made to fine 
a means for adopting the rays to the 
sterilization of milk and it is thought 
that such an apparatus making use of 
the ultra-violet principle will ultimate 
ly be evolved.

SUN STRENGTH IN HEELS 


Invention of Scientists for Puri* 
fication of Water. 


is Claimed to Hava Much the Same 
Effect at That Produced by the 
Ray* of the Sun—In Use 
in Europe. 


It has long been known that water 
allowed to flow over a bed of sand, a 
natural filter, and subjected to tho 
sun’s rays, soon becomes free from 
haimful bacteria. Tho powerful ster­ 
ilizing effect of the sun’s rays which 
are so effective in destfroying germs 
has been attributed to the ultra-vio­ 
let part of the light. 
The problem 
for «dentists has been to devise some 
way of employing tho sterilir.lug ef­ 
fects of these rays in an effective 
manner for human use. 


French and German scientists set 
about the task and have produced a 
new sterilizer, in which, in order that 
the maximum amount of ultra-violet 
rays can penetrate the rock crystal, 
which is the only solid that will admit 
such penetration. The light given out 
is vastly richer in ultra-violet rays, in 
proportion to visible rays than in sun­ 
light. 


The sterilizing apparatus was test­ 
ed at Marseilles and Rouen, where 
typhoid has become an epidemic, and 
the results obtained were highly sat­ 
isfactory. The French carried one of 
the sterilizers into Morocco and the 
freedom of tho troops from ravages 
of typhoid, which raged among the 
Moors, wfaB attributed by the array 
surgeons largely to the use of the 
ray-sterilized water. 
Reports of tests 
made in the Austrian army shows a 
similar success for the system, and 
the United States army surgeons in 
the Philippines declare that the rays 
destroyed the harmful bacilli in the 
water there and also the ameba, which 
abound in practically all tropical wa­ 
ters. 


The rays, it is said, may also be 
used for purifying the waters of pub­ 
lic baths and their use will be espe­ 
cially valuable in keeping the water 
of swimming pools pure and free from 
lurking danger of germs. The cost 
of the apparatus is comparatively low 
—an outfit of 150 gallons per hour 
capacity costing in the neighborhood 
of $200. 
Cost of operation is slight 
where electric current is available, 
and the operation of the machine does 
not require a high degree of skill. 


Further use for the invention will 
bo found in purifying w'ater for the 
manufacture of artificial ice, in bot­ 
tling works and other industries, in 
which the purity^of w'ater used should 
be an important consideration. Ex­ 
periments are now being pmde to find 
a means for adopting the rays to the 
sterilization of milk and it is thought 
that such an apparatus making use of 
the ultra-violet principle will ultimate­ 
ly bo evolved.

William C. Brown, newly appointed 


game warden of Ac'ams county, has been 
instructed by the state game commission- 
ers of Pennsylvania to strictly enforce the 
law relating to the trailing of game quad- 
rupids and game birBs by dogs during the 
closed season. The newly amended law 
provides that any dog pursuing or track- 
ing game quadrupeds, game birds or other 
wild birds, protected by law, during the 
closed season, may be regarded as a pub- 
lic nuisanse and killed by owner, lessee or 
any employe or owner or lessee of land 
whereon it is found or by game-protector, 
deputy game-protector, game warden, for- 
estry warden, or any other officer of the 
commonwealth whose duty it is to enforce 
the game laws. If a dog found pursuing 
game out of season wears a collar having 
attached thereto a metalic tag or plate 
upon which shall be plainly inscribed in 
english the name and address of owner o: 
such dog, it may be killed by those author- 
ized only after the owner has been noti- 
fied in writing to take means to prevent 
his dog from pursuit or tracking of game 
out of season.

The Adams County Threshermen's As- 


sociation was one of the backers of a bill 
signed by Governor Brumbaugh Friday. 
:t provides for the, repeal of that section 
of the automobile law of 1913 which im- 
x>ses certain restrictions on traction en- 
gines in the use of the public highways 


d provides substitute regulations gov- 


erning in a more equitable way the oper- 
ation of traction engines. The bill divides 
traction engines into two classes, the first 
jeing machines used for agricultural, road 
makipg and hauling machinery, and the 
second machines used for hauling freight. 
They must be licensed by the state high- 
way department, a special class being 
made for manufacturers and dealers. The 
fees are to be $5 for firat class and $20 for 
second class, trailers less than 10,000 Ibs. 
weight being licensed at S3 and those be- 
tween 10,000 and 24,000 pounds at $5. 
Dealers will pay $10. Engines of the first 
class may not exceed 28,000 pounds in 
weight and of the second class not exceed 
32,000 pounds. Drivers must also be li- 
censed. The state highway commissioner 
is given authority to enforce the act.

When the horses start­ 
ed to run from the engine house Bush 
grabbed the lines and was dragged some 
distance, and when picked up he was dy­ 
ing from a fractured skull and punctured 
lungs, He died on the way to the hospit­ 
al.

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William C. Brown, newly appointed 
game warden of Ac?ams county, has been 
instructed by the state game commission­ 
ers of Pennsylvania to strictly enforce the 
law relating to the trailing of game quad- 
xupids and game birds by dogs during the 
closed season. The newly amended law 
provides that any dog pursuing or track­ 
ing game quadrupeds, game birds or other 
wild birds, protected by law, during the 
closed season, may be regarded as a pub­ 
lic nuisanse and killed by owner, lessee or 
any employe or owner or lessee of land 
whereon it is found or by game-protector, 
deputy game-protector, game warden, for­ 
estry warden, or any other officer of the 
commonwealth whose duty it is to enforce 
the game laws. If a dog found pursuing 
game out of season wears a collar having 
attached thereto a metalic tag or plate, 
upon which shall be plainly inscribed in 
english the name and address of owner of 
such dog, it may be killed by those author­ 
ized only after the owner has been noti­ 
fied in writing to take means to prevent 
Jxis dog from pursuit or tracking of game 
out of season. 


The Adams County Threshermen’s As­ 
sociation was one of the backers of a bill 
signed by Governor Brumbaugh Friday. 
It provides for the. repeal of that section 
of the automobile law of 1913 which im­ 
poses certain restrictions on traction en­ 
gines in the use of the public highways 
and provides substitute regulations gov­ 
erning in a more equitable way the oper­ 
ation of traction engines. The bill divides 
traction engines into two classes, the first 
being machines used for agricultural, road 
making and hauling machinery, and the 
second machines used for hauling freight. 
They must be licensed by the state high­ 
way department, a special class being 
made for manufacturers and dealers. The 
fees are to be $5 for fir*t class and $20 for 
second class, trailers less than 10,000 lbs. 
weight being licensed at $3 and those be­ 
tween 10,000 and 24,000 pounds at $5, 
Dealers will pay $10. Engines of the first 
class may not exceed 28,000 pounds in 
weight and of the second class not exceed 
32,000 pounds. Drivers must also be li­ 
censed. The state highway commissioner 
is given authority to enforce the act.

From burns of a Saturday nigt accident. 
May, daughter of Henry Slough, Lancaet« 
er, died on Sunday. 


Fifteen children were left fatherless by 
a grade-crossing accident Saturday morn­ 
ing at Grovania, 5 miles from Danville, 
in which were instantly killed Theodore 
Diehl, 28 years old, a Danville butcher, 
and his uncle, Levi Diehl, 50 years old, 
also of Danville.

STUTTERER IS TO BE PITIED 


Nervousness and Inability to 


Thoughts Quickly Into Speech 


Responsible «or Habit. 


Nervousness and Inability to put the 


thoughts quickly enough Into speech 
are largely responsible for the etatter* 
ing habit and any child who shows a 
tendency to stutter -should- be dealt 
with patiently "in order to discover 
whether it is merely a habit to be 
overcome or a more serious affliction, 
due to a lack of co-ordination between 
the muscles of the diaphragm and 
ribs where one Is trying to breathe 
while others are endeavoring to arti- 
culate. 


Teach a child to enunciate slowly 


and to think what he wants to say be- 
fore he tries to say it Do not startle 
him by ridicule or sudden interrup- 
tion. Make him start fresh when he 
gets twisted up and frightened at his 
inability to get out woat he is trying 
to say. The knowledge that one has 
difficulty in pronouncing certain wordq 
often produces the very stuttering 
that one tries to avoid. 


It is tremendous mortification to a 


child and a serious drawback in every 
profession in later life, so that the 
confirmed stutterer is as much to be 
pitied as any other sufferer from in- 
firmity, for it really is that. It usu- 
ally develops in early childhood, prob- 
ably from some nervous shock or fear 
wher the youngster is in a run down 
condition. 


Famous Greek Dishes. 


Smyrna under Turkish misrule has 


been in serious danger of getting silted 
up and left far inland, like ancient 
Ephesus. This would be doubly dis- 
astrous for the Greeks, who form the 
vast majority of Smyrna's population, 
because they might thereby be de- 
prived not only of Smyrna but of a 
favorite delicacy, cuttlefish.

When well beaten to make the fish 
tender before being dressed, and then 
cut into small pieces and served with 
a savory brown stew, a cuttlefish 
makes a dish by no means to be de- 
spised. The jaded epicure who pined 
for a "new animal" should have gone 
to a Greek restaurant in Smyrna and 
ordered stewed cuttlefish, fallowed by 
roast porcupine.—Manchester Guar- 
dian.

a most valuable roofing material, not

Chop Suey.—Heat a half cupful of 


butter in a kettle, saute pound chick- 
en; cut into small pieces; remove to 
a platter and brown a pound of lean 
pork in the same way. 
Return the 


chicken to the kettle; add a cupful of 
chopped onion; a can of mushrooms, 
also the liquor, a cupful and a half of 
water and a cupful of blanched pea- 
nuts finely broken or chopped;'add 
salt and pepper to taste and cook for 
half an hour. Veal may be used in 
place of the chicken. Rice should be

Tomato and Cucumber Salad.—Cut 


cucumber in tiny cubes; prepare to- 
mato cups," using the palp to mix with 
the cucumber; add half as much fine- 
ly diced onion as cucumber; mix well, 
season with salt and paprika and fill 
the cups.

dice, and when brown add two eggs 
slightly beaten; heat slowly, stirring 
until the egg is cooked; season with 
salt and pepper. This is good for a 
breakfast, supper or luncheon dish 


Creamed Salmon in Peppers. — Cut 


the tops from four sweet peppers, to 
form cups, take out the seeds, and 
boil in salted water five minutes. 
Drain and remove all the white por- 
tion. Pick over the salmon, removing 
all skin and bones, and heat it in a 
half-cupful of thick, white sauce; fill 
the peppers with this mixture, set in 
a d%n with a little hot water and 
bake until the peppers are perfectly 
tender. Sprinkle over the tops of the 
peppers buttered crumbs and when 
brown, serve.

was educated in Germany, where he 
got his military training.

Prance and married Grand Ducheess

GET DOUBLE COMPENSATION 


Court Decides Brakeman Can Collect 


In Jersey and Pennsylvania. 


The supreme court of New Jerrsey 


decided in Trenton that under the 
New Jersey workmen's 
compensation 


act a man employed in New Jersey 
and hurt in Pennsylvania is entitled to 
recover compensation in both states. 


The case was that of George A. 


Rounsaville, a Jersey Central brake- 
man, who was hurt at Odenweiler, 
Pa., last January. The lower court 
held that because of the federal lia- 
bility law the plantiff was not entitled 
to payment under the New Jersey act. 


The higher court upheld 
Rounsa- 


ville's contention, and also declared 
that for him to recover in two states 
would not necessarily be more unjust 
than for an injured man to collect on 
two insurance _ policies.

Civil War, and a well known resident of 
Dover borough, York county, died Tues- 
day morning after a lingering illness, 
aged 71 years. .Mr. Bentzel had been in 
impaired health the past 25 years, out 
was able to wheel hioieelf around on a 
chair until about two months ago.

Nervousness and Inability to Put 


Thoughts Quickly Into Speech 
Responsible for Habit. 


Nervousness and inability to put the 
thoughts quickly enough Into speech 
are largely responsible for the stutter­ 
ing habit and any child who shows a 
tendency to stutter should be dealt 
with patiently in Arder to discover 
whether it is merely a habit to be 
overcome or a more serious affliction, 
due to a lack of co-ordination between 
the muscles of the diaphragm and 
ribs where one is trying to breathe 
while others are endeavoring to arti­ 
culate. 


Teach a child to enunciate slowly 
and to think what ho wants to say be­ 
fore he tries to say i t Do not startle 
him by ridicule or sudden interrup­ 
tion. Make him start fresh when he 
gets twisted up and f/igbtened at his 
inability to get out what he Is trying 
to say. The knowledge that one has 
difficulty in pronouncing certain words 
often produces the very stuttering 
that one tries to avoid. 


It is tremendous mortification to a 
child and a serious drawback in every 
profession in later life, so that the 
confirmed stutterer is as much to be 
t>itied as any other sufferer from in­ 
firmity, for it really is that. 
It usu­ 
ally develops in early childhood, prob­ 
ably from some nervous shock or fear 
when the youngster is in a run down 
condition. 


Famous Greek Dishes. 


Smyrna under Turkish misrule has 
been in serious danger of getting silted 
up and left far inland, like ancient 
Ephesus.

ished red, there unfading green or 
purple and yonder the coal black or 
rustic gray. 


Of late the public agitation over 
the matter of fire prevention, brought 
forcibly home by such stupendous 
losses as we have suffered in the con­ 
flagrations at San Francisco, Chi­ 
cago, Chelsea and Salem, has brought 
emphasis on the fireproof qualities of 
slate. All over fire chiefs are calling: 
“Give us fireproof roofs and the con- 
fiagrational hazard will bo reduced 
to a minimum." 
When building codes 
heed their cry slate roofs will help 
solve the fire problem. 


A dessert which is both attractive 
and wholesome is the following: Wash

When making rhubarb or any juicy 
pie, beat an egg and stir into it a 
little flour; add this to the pie and 
the juice will not boil over and be 
wasted in the oven. 


Ginger Puffs.—Beat to a cream a 
fourth of a cupful of softened butter, 
gradually beating half a cupful of 
sugar, one beaten egg, half a cupful 
of molasses, and half a cupful of 
warm water, two cupfuls of sifted 
flour, teaspoonful of soda, one tea- 
spoonful of ginger and a fourth of a 
teaspoonful of salt; lastly a half cup­ 
ful of raisins chopped. Bake in well- 
buttered gem pans. 


Chop Suey.—Heat a half cupful of 
butter in a kettle, saute pound chick­ 
en; cut into small pieces; remove to 
a platter and brown a pound of lean 
pork in the same way. 
Return tho 
chicken to the kettle; add a cupful of 
chopped onion; a can of mushrooms, 
also the liquor, a cupful and a half of 
water and a cupful of blanched pea­ 
nuts finely broken or chopped; ' add 
salt and pepper to taste and cook for 
half an hour. Veal may be used in 
place of the chicken. Rice should be 
served with the sue*. 


Tomato and Cucumber Salad.—Cut 


cucumber in tiny cubes; prepare to­ 
mato cups,’using the pi?Jp to mix with 
the cucumber; add half as much fine­ 
ly diced onion as cucumber; mix well, 
season with salt and paprika and fill 
the cups. Place a spoonful of mayon­ 
naise on top of each. The vegetable 
may be dressed with French dressing, 
first to season, then the boiled dress­ 
ing or mayonnaise is used as a gar­ 
nish.

Fish Chowder, — Any 
fresh fish may be used 
for this dish. 
Cut the 
fish in small pieces; for 
a pound of fish use a 
half pound of salt pork, 
{.cut the pork in dice and 
fry 
brown in a deep 
1 
saucepan, then add three 


sliced onions, a half dozen potatoes, 
the fish, boned as well as possible, 
cover with boiling water and simmer 
until the vegetables are done, when 
the fish will also be cooked. 
Add a 
quart of milk and a half-dozen milk 
crackers previously scalded so they 
will not soak up the soup. 


Japanese Eggs.—Take three cupfuls 
of cooked rice, place in a covered bak­ 
ing dish and make a depression in the 
center and five around the edges; into 
each drop an egg, season well and 
pour over a cup of rich milk. Put into 
the oven well covered and bake fif­ 
teen minutes, 


Egg Relish.—Try out two slices of 
salt pork cut in cubes; in this brown 
a cupful of bread cut in cubes; add an 
equal amount of cold potatoes, cut in 
dice, and when brown add two eggs 
i.lightly beaten; heat slowly, stirring 
until the egg is cooked; season with 
salt and pepper. 
This is good for a 
breakfast, supper or luncheon dish. 


Creamed Salmon In Peppers.—Cut 
the tops from four sweet peppers, to 
form cups, take out the seeds, and 
boil in salted water five minutes. 
Drain and remove all the white por­ 
tion. Pick over the salmon, removing 
all skin and bones, and heat it in a 
half-cupful of thick, white sauce; fill 
the peppers with this mixture, set in 
a dish with a little hot water and 
bake until the peppers are perfectly 
tender. Sprinkle over the tops of the 
peppers buttered crumbs and when 
brown, serve.

Too Many Political Drunkards. 


, Lloyd-George, the Prohibition leader 


of Europe who led the prohibition fight 
in England, has declared that he will 
never again take a drink politically 
and there are many American politi- 
cians—pro and anti—who would rendei 
their country a service by climbing 
on the water wagon or signing a pledge 
of political temperance. 
Too often 


our legislative halls are turned into 
political bar-rooms and many of the 
members become intoxicated on liquoi 
discussions. We have too many polit- 
ical drunkards—pro and anti—in our 
public affairs. No one who is a slave 
to the political liquor habit is quite 
so capable of dealing with the busi- 
ness affairs of government as the 
sober and industrious. We have few 
public men in this day who are strong 
enough to resist the temptation of 
strong drink politically and when the 
demon Rum once becomes firmly en- 
trenched in the mind of a politician, 
he is less capable of meeting the de- 
mands for constructive statesmanship 
now confronting this nation. 


We "have in this country too many 


red-nosed politicians—both pro and 
anti. A- candidate with political deli- 
rium tremens, a preacher with politi- 
cal snakes in his boots and an agitator 
drunk on the liquor question are the 
saddest sights in civilization and they 
should all be forced to take the polit- 
ical Keeley Cure.

ANCIENT MONEY MUCH PRIZED 


Believed to Be Currency 
Used by 


Tribes Before the Era of the 


Roman Empire. 


Peasants plowing a field In the com 


mune of Castelfranco dell' Emilia, in 
Italy, in the year 1897 turned up a big 
Umbrian vase full of aessignatum, 
which is ancient money marked with a 
sign, supposedly that of a tribe. There 
were m ail 96 pieces, all covered with 
the characteristic patina of bronze 
that has been buried for ages 


The aes-signatum of the early Ro- 


mans is not very rare, but only one 
other find of this far more ancient 
money has been made. This was at 
Piesole, near Florence, but unfortu 
nately the finders had no idea of its 
value or rarity and all of it was melted 
down for a bronze founder except one 
single specimen. 
There is not one 


specimen in the British museum and 
very few other museums have any 


How old this money is we can only 


guess. The best authorities say it is 
pre-Roman. probably the money of the 
Italic tribes that, if not aboriginal. In- 
habited southern Europe about 1.000 
B. C. There has been much contro- 
versy over this money, and there are 
a few archeologists who even deny 
that it was real money. Each piece 
is of solid bronze and bears on its 
surface a figure which is supposed to 
be the sign of the tribe to which it 
belonged. 


The Mines of Spain. 


More than one-third of the quick- 


silver produced in the world last year 
came from the mines of Spain. Those 
mines were worked centuries before 
Christ, and they seem good for cen 
turies more. Other quicksilver sup- 
plies are discovered," exploited for a 
time, and exhausted, but no bottom 
has been found to the veins of Spanish 
cinnabar.

■Utesihen more or agitators less than j 
at the present moment.

The agricultural 
and industrial development of this 
nation has suffered severely at the 
hands of agitators who have sent 
torpedoes crashing into the port side 
of business and whose neglect of the 
interests of the farmer makes them 
little less than political criminals. We 
want no more of these evil spirits to 
predominate in government. Too long 
their hysterical cry has sent a shiver 
down the spinal column of industry. 
Too long have the political agitators 
capitalized strife, pillaged progress 
and murdered opportunity. An indus­ 
trial corpse is not a desirable thing, 
a crippled business an achievement or 
'neglect 
an 
accomplishment 
about 
¡which any representative of the gov- 
'ernment has a right to boast. 


Issues that Breed Agitators Should be 


Eliminated. 


The political agitator must be elim­ 
inated from public life before thought- 
iful consideration can be given to a 
constructive program In government 
.The liquor question is the most pro­ 
lific breeding ground for agitators and 
whether pro or anti, the hatch is 
;equally as undesirable. This article 
is in no sense a discussion of the 11- 
¡quor question but deals solely and by 
,way of illustration with the political 
^products o r that Issue. 
Other sub­ 
jects will be dealt with in the ordei 
of their importance. 


In the history of our government 
‘the liquor issue has never produced 
■a constructive statesman worth men­ 
tioning and it never will. It has sent 
¡more freaks to Congress, Lilliputians 
,to the Senate and incompetents to 
’office than any other political issue 
under the sun. 


The recent experience of the Eng­ 
lish Parliament which lashed itsell 
into a fury over the liquor question 
has a lesson that it is well for the 
farmers of this nation to observe; for 
the subject in some form or other is 
constantly before the public for solu­ 
tion and ofttimes to the exclusion of 
more Important problems to the Amer­ 
ican plowmen. 


Too Many Political Drunkards. 


Lloyd-George, the Prohibition leader 
of Europe who led the prohibition fight 
in England, has declared that he will 
never again take a drink politically 
and there are many American politi­ 
cians—pro and anti—who would rendei 
their country a service by climbing 
on the water wagon or signing a pledge 
of political temperance. 
Too often 
our legislative halls are turned into 
political bar-rooms and many of the 
members become intoxicated on liquoi 
discussions. Wo have too many polit 
ical drunkards—pro and anti—in oyr 
public affairs. No one who is a slave 
to the political liquor habit is quite 
bo capable of dealing with the busi 
ness affairs of government as the 
sober and industrious. 
We have few 
public men in this day who are strong 
enough to resist the temptation oi 
strong drink politically and when the 
demon Hum once becomes firmly en 
trenched in the mind of a politician, 
lie is less capable of meeting the de 
mands for constructive statesmanship 
now confronting this nation. 


We have in this country too many 
red-nosed politicians—both pro and 
anti. A candidate with political deli 
rium tremens, a preacher with politi 
cal snakes in his boots and an agitator 
drunk on the liquor question are the 
saddest sights in civilization and they 
ehould all be forced to take the polit­ 
ical Keeley Cure. 


It is far more important in govern­ 
ment to make it easier for those who 
toil to eat than to make it more dif­ 
ficult for a few topers to drink. There 
is not one person in one hundred of 
our rural population that ever touches 
liquor but %ye all eat three times a 
day.

, Heart of World, H« Says In Flag 


i Day Speech. 


President Wilson, speaking at the 


Flag Day exercises held in Washing- 
ton, urged Americans to remember 
their patriotism 011 other days than 
national holidays and to carry the flag 
of the country ever in their hearts. . 


The president made no direct refer- 


ence to the European war or to inter- 
national 
questions, but he was ap- 


plauded whenever he made any refer- 
ence to the patriotism of the people 
.of the United States. 


TVe 
exercisas were held on the 


south steps of the treasury building. 
When the president arrived.a large 
audience stood and cheered until he 
waved his hands for silence. 


"For me," said President Wilson, 


"the flag does not express a mere 
body of vague sentiments. 
It is the 


embodiment, not of a sentiment, but 
of a history, and no man can rightly 
serve under that flag who has not 
caught some of the meaning of that 
history. 


"You 
do not create the meaning of 


a national life by any literary expo- 
sition of it, but by the actual daily 
-^sdeavors of a great people to do the 
tasks of the, day and live up to the 
ideals of honesty and righteousness 
'and just conduct. 


"And as we think of these things, 


our tribute is to those men who hav« 
created this experience. Of these men 
we feel that they have shown us the 
way. They have not been .afraid to 
go before. 
They have known that 


they were speaking the thoughts of a 
great people when they led that great 
people along the paths of achieve- 
ment. 
«. 
"There was not a single 
swash- 


touckler among them. They were men 
of.sober, quiet thought, the more ef- 
fective because there was no blustei 
in it. They -were "men who thought 
along, the lines of duty, not along the 
lines . of self-aggrandizement. They 
were .men, in short, who thought ol 
the people whom they, served and not 
of themselves. 


"But while we think of them and 


do honor to them &a those who have 
shown *us the,way, let us not forget 
that the real experience and life of a 
nation lies with the great multitude 
of unknown men. They 
constitute 


the body of the nation^ This flag is 
the essence of their daily endeavors. 
.This flag does not express any more 
than what they are and what they de 
.sire to be, and as I think of the life 
et this great nation it seems to me 
that we sometimes look to the w,jons 
places; for. its sources. 


"Tb.-sr.e- are- no days of special pa- 


triotism)- There 
are no days when 


you shoulfls be' more patriotic than on 
.other days. 
% 


"I am solemnized in the presence ol 


.such a day. I would not undertake to 
speak your thoughts. 
You must in- 


terpret them for me. But I do fee) 
that back not only of every public of 
ficlal, but of every man and woman 
of the United States/there marches 


' that great host which has brought up 


to the present day; the host that has 
never forgotten the vision which it 
saw at the birth of the nation; the 
lost which always responds to the 
dictates of humanity and of liberty; 
the host that will always constitute 
the strength and the great body oi 
friends of every man who does his 
duty to the United States. 


"I am sorry that .you, do not wear 


a little flag of the Union every day 
instead of some days; and I can only 
ask you, if you lose the physical em- 
blem, to be sure that you wear it in 
your heart, and the heart of Amer- 
ica shall interpret the heart of the 
world." 


The 
exercises were attended by 


Secretary Lansing, Secretary Daniels 
and Senator Simmons and many othei 
government officials. A chorus ol 
treasury department employes sang 
patriotic songs before and after the 
president's address. 


Claim Right to Seize the Frye. 
Germany's latest note to the United 


States on the sinking of the Ameri- 


. can sailing ship William P. Frye by 


the German auxiliary cruiser Prinz 
Eitel Friedrich, received in Washing- 
ton, makes the far-reaching claim of a 
right to destroy any American vessel 
carrying contraband, while agreeing 
to pay damages for the act. 


The German answer insists that th« 


stopping of supplies to an enemy 
belligerent may be effected by the de- 
struction of the contraband and the 
destruction of the ship carrying the 
contraband without violation of treaty 
obligations. 
It contends that a prize court is ne- 


cessary to fix the amount of compen- 
sation and that there is no occasion 
lor direct diplomatic negotiations on 
the case unless the prize court should 
fail to award compensation. 


The obligation of a belligerent to 


par compensation remains, regardless 
ef the actions of the prize court, the 
German note admits, and should the 
prla* court fail to award compensa- 
tion, Germny would undertake to ar- 
ranee equitable Indemnity.

ANCIENT MONEY MUCH PRIZED 


Believed to Be Currency Used by 
Tribes Before the Era of the 
Roman Empire. 


Peasants plowing a field in the com 
mune of Castelfranco dell' Emilia, in 
Italy, in the year 1897 turned up a big 
Umbrian vase full of aes-signatum, 
which Is ancient money marked with b 
sign, supposedly that of a tribe. There 
were in ail 96 pieces, all covered with 
the characteristic patina of bronze 
that has been burled for ages. 


The aes-signatum of the early Ro­ 
mans is not very rare, but only one 
other find of this far more ancient 
money has been made. 
This was at 
FJesoie, near Florence, but unfortu 
nately the finders had no idea of its 
value or rarity and ail of it was melted 
down for a bronze founder except one 
single specimen. 
There is not one 
specimen in the British museum and 
very few other museums have any. 


How old this money is wo can only 
guess. 
The best authorities say it is 
pre-Roman, probably the money of the 
Italic tribes that, if not aboriginal, in­ 
habited southern Europe about 1,000 
B. C. 
There has been much contro­ 
versy over this money, and there are 
a few archeologlsts who even deny 
that it was real money. 
Each piece 
is of solid bronze and bears on its 
surface a figure which is supposed to 
be the sign of the tribe to which it 
belonged, 


The Mines of Spain. 


More than one-third of the quick­ 
silver produced in the world last year 
came from the mines of Spain. Those 
mines were worked centuries before 
Christ, and they seem good for cen­ 
turies more. 
Other quicksilver sup­ 
plies are discovered/ exploited for a 
time, and exhausted, but no bottom 
has been found to the veins of Spanish 
cinnabar. 


Many high authorities hold that other 
mineral resources of Spain are quite 
as splendid in proportion as t>er su 
premacy in the production of mercury 
Spanish iron ore Is sometimes shipped 
to the United States, yet the twines are 
said to pe worked in vei> clumsy, 
ineffective fashion, it is even claimed 
that the coal supplies of the peninsu 
u are superior to those of au> other 
part of the continent, but these, Again, 
are managed in a careless, indolent 
unscientific manner.
